INDIAN WOMEN 
HELD IN KILLING 
OF ARTIST'S WIFE 


Miss Lillian Jimerson Says 
She Saw Companion Slay 
Mrs. Henri Marchand at 
Buffalo. 


SHARP WEAPON AND 
CHLOROFORM USED 


One of Suspects Had Posed 
for Head of Museum and 
Was Frequent Visitor in 
His Home.

BUFFALO, N. Y. March 7.—¢ 
Arrested in the investigation of the 
murder of Mrs. Henri Marchand, 
20 years old, wife. of the famous 
artist and curator of the Buffaio 
Museum of Science, an Indian 
woman, alleged to have been in- 
fatuated with the artist, today said 
an elder woman of her tribe had 
done the killing. 

According to police detectives 
here, Miss Lillian Jimerson, 35- 
year-old full blood Indian, whom 
Marchand had used as a model in 
some of his paintings, admitted she 
was present in the Marchand home 
yesterday when Mrs. Marchand 
was beaten ang choked to death, 
but said she did not kill her. Po- 
lice did not make public the name 
of the woman she accused, who 
also is under arrest. The artist 
was unaware of the infatuation, 
police said. 

Mrs. Marchand was found dead 
yesterday by her 12-year-old son, 
her head battered by blows from a 
sharp pointed weapon and a 
chloroform-soaked wad of paper 
stuffed down her throat.

The Story of the Ryckoff 
Lighting Contract Scandal 


Mayor Miiler Said-He Always Had Been Suspicious of the Contract—Re- 
moved Two Ofticials and Appointed Others to Safeguard City’s Interest 
— Subsequently the New Appointees Were Indicted With the Contractor 
on Charges of Obtaining Money From the City Under False Pretenses. 


OLLOWING is the chronology of the Ryckoff 
F tenting contract scandal, the latest develop- 

ment in which is the acceptance by the city 
today of the Pitzman survey of the work actually 
done by the Chicago contractor, which shows thas 
the city was cheated out of $157,064.66: 


DEC, 17, 1925, the Board of Public Service award- 
ed to Ryckoff, the lowest of nine bidders, a con- 
tract for the first unit of the new $3,008000 elec- 
tric street lighting system provided for in the bond 
issue of 1923, His bid was $1,229,624.89. The bid 
was on a unit price basis, as were the others: that 
is, Ryckoff agreed to do the work at stated unit 
prices for the labor and materia) set forth in the 
city’s specifications, and on the estimate of the 
Board of Public Service of the amounts required 
his total price would come to the figure named, It 
was a condition of the contract, as in all unit price 
agreements. that the contractor should be paid at 
the unit prices for the exact amount of work and 
material found to be necessary, whether the total! | 
should be greater or less than the city’s estimates. 

The members of the Board of Public Service 
were: Edward E. Wall, Director of Public Util- 
ities; Robert B. Brooks, Director of Streets and 
Sewers; John H. Brod Jr., Director of Public Safe- 
ty; Harry L. Salisbury, Director of Public Welfare, 
and E. R. Kinsey, president of the board. 

The estimates of the work required, and upon 
which the city received bids, were prepared by 
Ralf Toensfeldt, Chief Electrical Engineer of the 
Department of Public Utilities. The work was to 


, The award to Ryckoff was made over objection by 
Mayor Miller who asked for delay pending investi- 
gation he wished to make into rumors that Ryckoff 
enjoyed some advantage over the other bidders. 


Five days tater Mayor Miiier sat with the Board 
of Public Service to hear any complaints against 
the award. The Mayor stated he had heard months 
before that no matter who might bid Ryckoff 
would win the contract.

The Board of Estimate and Ap-

We had 25 other 
matters to consider in our meet- 
ing this morning and have not 
had time to thoroughly analyze 
the report. 

“A motion was made and

“That ended our deliberations 
on the contract, except for the 
fact that the Pitzman survey was 
officially accepted.”

building, when he ceased to be the 
master lobbyist and became 
junior Republican senator from 
Pennsylvania in December. 

Grundy’s statement on the floor 
of the Senate’ yesterday, that War- 
ren F. Doane had merely “visited” 
the office was contradicted by 
Doane himself. Testifying under 
oath, Doane told the committee he 
received $500 a month from Grun- 
dy for-doing virtually the same 
kind of work that he did when 
7rundy was an acknowledged lob- 
byist. In addition, Doane admit- 
ted that he received $5000 a year 
from the Manufacturers’ Club of 
Philadelphia for editing its offi- 
cial organ, and $2400 a year as 
secretary of the Pennsylvania 
Electoral Commission. 

Where Goff Got His Data. 

Arthur L. Paubel;*secretary of 
the American Tariff League, a high 
protectionist organization of which 
Gtundy formerly was vice presi- 
dent, admitted furnishing the ma- 
terial for the three-hour &peech de- 
livered in the Senate.last Satur- 
day by Senator Goff (Rep.), West 
Virginia, and also told of prepar- 
ing the laudatory press release 
which was issued in advance of its 
délivery. 

The speech in which Goff as- 
sailed the Democrats and insur- 
gent Republicans for limiting the 
Old Guard rates in the bill, was 
prepared in the _ offices of the 
American Tariff League in New 
York and Washington, Faubel 
said. Spectators roared with 
laughter, and even committee 
members were unable to restrain 
themselves, when Faubcl related 
how he and Grundy discussed the 
question of who should deliver the 
speech, and finally chose Goff ‘“‘be- 
cause of his reputation as an ora- 
tor.” 

Grundy’s Aid in Tariff Fight. 

Doane, a slight, nervous man, 
wearing glasses, was visibly agi- 
tated when called to the stand. He 
said he had been on and off 
Grundy’s payroll at various times 
for six or seven years, and pre- 
viously had done work in connec- 
tion with tariff bills for the late 
Republican Senator, ‘Boss’ Pen- 
rose. He told of preparing ma- 
terial for Grundy’s use in the Re- 
publican National campaign in 
1928. 

It was not iong after the elec- 
tion, he said, when he and Grundy 
came to Washington and _ estab- 
lished an office, from which they 
directed their efforts to influence 
the framing of the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff bill. The offiee door was let- 
tered: “American Tariff League 
News Bureau.” It was on the 
third floor of the Transportation 
Building, a large downtown office 
structure. The heudquarters of the 
league were on another floor of 
the same building.

WIFE, DECLARED 
LEGALLY DEAD, 10 
FIGHT ANNULMENT 


Mrs. Scuri Charges Former 
Metropolitan Assistant 
Conductor Brought Suit 
to Wed Again.

York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Marck 7.—The le- 
gally dead wife of Alessandro 
Scuri, formerly an assistant con- 
ductor of the Metropolitan Opera 
House, turned up yesterday with 
an appeal to Supreme Court Jus- 
tice McCook to set aside an annul- 
ment of marriage which Scuri ob- 
tained in 1923 on the ground of 
her legal death that he might mar- 


ry the former Mrs. H. Raymond 
Smith. 

Mrs. Louise Scuri learned of the 
annulment, her lawyer said, 
through Gertrude Duffy de Vetri, 
a singer, who filed a wreach of 
promise suit against Scuri after his 
second marriege. 

In Sweden, where she is now 
living with her 24-year-old son, 
Alessandro Jyr.,. Mrs. Louise Scuri 
told her story. Mrs. Scuri, who 
gave up everything for the success 
of her husband, found that when 
he attained his ambition she had 
been left behind with his poverty. 
Two years after their marriage in 
1909 Scuri left Germany. 

“My husband was very poor,” 
she said, “but with my income and 
by pledging my property he was 
able to go to America while I 
moved to my mother’s home in 
Sweden. I was to join him in 
America as soon as he had made 
a name for himself in opera. 

Stopped Writing in 1916, 

“T wrote to him regularly until 
1916, when he ceased to write to 
me. Four years passed. In De- 
cember, 1920, on the anniversary 
of our marriage, I happened to 
look at a Stockholm newspaper 
and read this advertisement: 

“‘*Will Mrs. Alessandro Scuri 
communicate with de Vetri, care 
of Morgan, Harjes, bankers, 
Paris.

Attorney-General Informs 
Governor That Missouri 
Has ‘‘Wholly Failed’ to 
Protect Public. 


By BOYD CARROLL, 
Jefferson City Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 7.— 
Enactment of laws to establish 


State control and regulation of wat- 
er power and its development in 
Missouri and to protect rights of 
the State and all other interests 
affected by water power projects, 
was urged today by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Stratton Shartel, in a report 
to Gov. Caulfield. 

The Attorney-General declared 
Missouri had ‘wholly failed” to 
adopt any policy with reference to 
development of its water power, or 
protection of public rights in this 
valuable resource, and said there 
was an imperative need for correc- | 
tive legislation. 

The report was submitted in re-| 
sponse to a request by Gov. Caul- 
field for an analysis of the Mis- 
souri laws relating to development 
of water power—or rather the lack 
of such laws—and a summary @f 
the water power laws of other 
states. 

‘Missouri has wholly failed to 
adopt any policy with reference to 
the development of-its water re- 
sources,” the Attorney-General 
said. Already private interests are 
awake to the uncountable wealth 
that awaits the development of the 
water power in th> rivers and wa- 
ters of Central and Southern Mis- 
souri, and no less than five per- | 
mits or licenses have been issued | 
by the Government of the United 
States to private companies for 
construction of power dams in the, 
Osage, Current, Gasconade, White 
and Black rivers. 

lor State Board of Control. 

“Legislation establishing a Mis- 
souri policy should vest a_ Siate | 
agency with regulatory power. Its 
Sanction should be required as a 
condition precedent to development | 
of any water power project. 

“Such legislation should guaran- 
tee protection of all interests af-' 
fected among which are the State 
as a whole. fts political subdivi- 
sions such as counties, municipali- | 
ties, school districts and road dis- | 
tricts, as well as the public high- | 
ways of the State and the interests | 
of the individual citizen.” 

<The FPederai water power act! 
provides that licenses for water 
power development in streams 
classed as navigable shal! be issued 
by the Federal Power Commission 
for periods of 50 years, subject to 
the privilege of recapture by the 
Government at the end of that time. 
on payment of the amounts invest- 
ed in the development. 

The Federal act also provides 
that before a license is_ is- | 
sued the applicant must comply 
with all requirements of the laws 
of the state in which the develop- 
ment is proposed. This means little | 
so far as Missouri is concerned, At- 
torney-General Shartel said, be- 
cause the State has no adequate 
laws for céntroi of water power de- 
velopment in navigable streams. 
The Federal Commission exercises 
jurisdiction over navigable streams, 
and it has been estimated that ap- 
proximately 85 per cent of the 
Streams in Missouri that are sus- 
ceptible of profitable development 
of water power are classed as nav- 
igable. 


Limitations of Maze Law. 

The ‘Post-Dispatch, in February 
and March 1828, pointed out that 
inadequate Missouri laws for su- 
pervision of the State’s water pow- 
er resources had enabled private 
promoters or corporations to ac- 
quire preliminary or final rights 
to virtually all of the potential wa- 
ter power adaptable to profitable 
commercial development inthe! 
Missouri Ozarks, without the State 
exercising any control over acqui- 
Sition of these rights. 

The State laws for regulation of 
public utilities grant no control 
over Water power and there is no! 
State agency with authority over) 
development of water ¢ power in!

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Morgenthau Quotes Letter Say- 
ing Reservations Were 
Scheme to Weaken It. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 17.—Em-, 
phatic denial of a recent statement. 
that the late Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge was not an “irreconcilable’’ 
in his attitude toward the League 
of Nations has been made by his 
daughter, Mrs, Henry Williams, it 
was disclosed last night by Henry 
Morgenthau, former cc to 
Turkey. 

Morgenthau, speaking at the din- 
ner of the Economie Club of New 
York, read from a letter written to 
him by Mrs. Williams. In this let- 
ter was expressed repudiation of 
the theory of the Lodge policy to- 
ward the League expressed by Mrs. 
Corinne Roosevelt Robinson, sister 
of the late President Roosevelt. 

“My father hated and feared the 
Wilson League,” Morgenthau quot- 
ed, “and his heart was really with 
the irreconcilables. But it was un- 
certhin whether this League could 
be beaten straight out in this way. 
and the object of his ‘reservations’ 
was so to emasculate the Wilson 
pact that if it did pass it would be 
valueless and the United States 
would be honorably safeguarded. 
My father never wanted the Wilson 
League, and when it was finally de- 
feated he was like a man from 
whom a great burden had been 
lifted.” 

Says Letter Settles Point. 

The former Ambassador read the 
letter to disprove Mrs. Robinson’s 
statement that President Wilson 
was responsible for the failure of 
the United States to enter the 
League of Nations and that Senator 
Lodge was wholeheartedly in favor 
of its acceptance of the covenant 
with reservations. 

“I am tired,” said Morgenthau, 
“of hearing President Wilson 
blamed for something for which he 
was not responsible. The letter 
from Senator Lodge’s daughter set- 
tles for the first time in a historic 
manner the question of who 
stopped the United States from 
joining the League of Nations.’’ 

The subject for discussion at the 
dinner was “The United States as a 
World Power.” The guest of hon- 
or was Jacob Gould Schurman, for- 
mer Ambassador to Germany and 
to China. The other speakers were 
Walter Lippmann, editor of the 
New York World, and Ogden L. 
Mills, Under-Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 

Defends U. 8S. Policy. 

Mills answered criticism of the 

United States for not becoming a 


party to the Young reparation plan 
and participating in the manage- 
ment of the International Bank. He 
said that while the United States 
must not shirk its responsibilities 
as a world power, this nation was 
entitled to define what those re- 
sponsibilities are and under what 
circumstances it shall use its pow- 
er and resources, 

“Why.” asked Mills, “should we 
at this late date reverse a long 
established policy and make our- 
selves resonpsible for the receipt, 
mobilization and distribution of 
German reparation payments? 
Moreover, without suggesting the 
probability of such an event taking 
place, supposing Germany finds 
herself unable to contintie the con- 
ditional payments. If we were of- 
ficially represented on the bank 
board or upon the so-called Ad- 
visory Committee, we, as the sole 
disinterested party, would find our- 


selves in the position of arbiter, 
called upon to decide a controver- 
sial and difficult European ques- 
tion, in which we have no inter- 
est. 

“To stay out under these cir- 
cumstances, may seem timidity to 
some; to me it ig just common 
sense, leaving out of consideration 
the obvious attempt to link repa- 
rations and international debts, any 
relation between which we have 
consistently refused to recognize.”

WASHINGTON, March 17.—In 
support of his amendment to take 
beok censorship from the customs 
service, Senator Bronson Cutting 
(Rep.), of New Mexico, has pre- 
sented to the Senate a petition 
signed by more than 600 ‘promi- 
nent educators, editors and. public 
men and women, ironically fe- 
questing Congreas to create a com- 
mission of five to pasg on foreign 
books to be allowed in the Library 
of Congress and other accredited 
institutiona, 

The framers of the petition are: 
Prof, Isaac E. Ash, Ohio Univer- 
sity; Dean Roscoe Pound, Harvard 
Law School; Prof. John Dewey, 
Columbia University; Prof, Charles 
A. Beard, Harvard; Prof. Zachar- 
lah Chafee Jr., Harvard; Judson 
King, National Popular Govern- 
ment League; Prof. Joseph Mayer, 
executive secretary of the Amer- 
ican Association of ~ University 
Professors; Dr. Harold G. Moulton, 
president of the Brookings Inatitu- 
tion; Jackson H. Ralston, attorney 
and author; E. A. Ross, Wisconsin 
University, and William Allen 
White, editor and author, 

The Missouri signers included 
Arthur E. Bostwick, St. Louis 
Public library; Henry J. Hagkell, 
editor of the Kansas City Star: Ar- 
nold J. Lien, professor of political 
science of Washington University; 
Isidor Loeb, dean of business ad- 
ministration of the Washington 
University, and Tyrell Williams, 
professor of law of Washington 
University. 

Power to Exclude Classics. 

“Section 305 of the existing 
tariff bill,” said the petition, “now 
contains a large and general pow- 
er of censorship Over imported lit- 
erature which pérmits customs in- 
spectors and courts to exclude 
from entry works of Chaucer, 
Shakspeare; Defoe, Bwift, Fielding, 
Smoliet, Aristophanes, Ovid, Dan- 
te, Voltaire, Rousseau, Tolstoy, 
Swedenborg, Ibsen and Zola, and 
contemporary writers of great dia- 
tinction in other countries. 

It also would exclide scientific 
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books in the fields of medicime, 
psychology, etc. 

“It is proposed in the pending 
tariff bill to extend this censorship 
to all literature and empower cus- 
toms clerks and judges to exclude 
from entry the works of leading 
thinkers of Portugal, Spain, Italy, 
Jugo-Blavia, Russia and other 
countries, and certain speeches of 
the Chancellor of Germany and 
Premier of Great Britain which 
contain political and economic 
ideas contrary to those prevailing 
in the United States, 

“If Congress, in its wisdom, 
thinks it necessary to protect 
American citizens at large against 
literature of this character we re- 
spectfully beg to suggest that it 
create a commission of five, no 
more than three members to be of 
the same political party, to super- 
vise the entry of literature with the 
view that the library of Congress, 
‘college and university libraries and 
other accredited libraries may im- 
port, with the consent of the com- 
mission, works otherwise deemed 
objectionable, that such works 
may, under proper safeguards, be 
consulted by mature students, edi- 
tors and writers on foreign af- 
fairs, the Department of State, 
members of Congress, other states- 
men and scientists, jn order that 
trustworthy experts may become 
acquainted with the literature and 
opinions of various countries with 
which the United States maintains 
commercial if not diplomatic rela- 
tions.” 

Cutting declared that the peti- 
tion illustrated the resentment of 
all forward looking people toward 
the suppression of free thought, 
‘free speech embodied in section 
305 of the tariff bill. 

The petition was circulated by 
the National Popular Government 
League. Judson King, director of 
the league, sald the “withering 
irony of the last paragraph of the 
petition fitly expresses the impa- 
tience with which our foremost 
educators, divines, scientista and 
publicists regard continued efforts 
of politicians, 12 years after the 
war, to hobble American thought.”

St. Louis Broker Pleads Guilty 
to Bank Act Violation; 
Sentences Concurrent.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill.. March 7.— 
Charles V. H. Roberts, St. Louis 
stock and bond broker. whose op- 
erations resulted in losses of more 
than $350,000 to his clients, plead- 
ed guilty in Federai Court here 
late yesterday to three charges of 
violation of the national banking 
laws and was senteneed to four 
years in prison on each charge, the 
sentences to run concurrentiy with 
a four-year-term he now is serving 
in Leavenworth Penitentiary. 

In addition, Roperts was fined 
$7319.12. 

The charges here grew out of 
Roberts’ transactions with Frank 
D. Heller, cashier of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Jerseyville, IIL, 
which was closed after Heller, who 
had lost heavily in dealings with 
Roberts, ended hig life.

He was accused speci- 
fically of misapplying a credit of 
$6109.12 in the St. Louis Federal 
Reserve Bank, Oct. 23, 1926. The 
money belonged to the estate of 
Adolph Abbey, St. Louis, and Rob- 
erts was alleged to have conspired 
with the cashier of the Jerseyville 
bank, which had charge of the es- 
tate, to divert the money to the 
Cashier's own uses. 

Roberts entered Leavenworth 
prison June 14, 1928, to begin serv- 
ing a,four-year sentence imposed 
by Federal Judge Davisin St. Louis 
on hig plea of guilty to six counts 
of an indictment charging him 
with using the mails to defraud. 
The Court also imposed fines total- 
ing $6000. It was said allowance 
for good behavior might reduce the 
actual time to be served by Rob- 
ers to somewhat less than three 
years.

But an occasion has 
arisen that compels me to speak. I re- 
fer to the statement of Samuel Crowther 
before the House committee on prohibi- 
tien.

He 
shows, what I have long contended, that 
prohibition is class legislation. It has 
taken whisky away from the masses— 
something which should have been done 
—and has not interfered very much with 
the habits of people who can afford to 
pay the price. That is sound legislation. 
The masses ought not to have liquor. 
They cannot afford it. They never could 
afford it. In the old days they spent 
money over the bars which should have 
gone to the grocer, the butcher, and oth- 
er merchants. It may have been liberty, 
but it was bad economics. Class legis- 
lation corrected this situation. That, I 
repeat, is what prohibition is, and I am 
for it, unreservedly. 

Further, this country needs more class 
legislation. I believe we shall have it, 
too. The automobile, for example. 
Probably 70 per cent of the people driv- 
ing motor cars can’t afford it. Money 
that ought to be spent with the butcher 
and baker and candlestick maker is 
spent on automobiles. This won't do. It 
will have to be rectified. It will be. 
One of these days we shall have a con- 
stitutional amendment fixing a property 
qualification as a prerequisite for owner- 
ship of an automobile. Just what that 
qualification will be I do not venture to 
say, but it should be high enough to 
dissolve our traffic congestion, stop the 
slaughter of the streets, reinstate the 
trolley car as a means of transporta- 
tion and restrict motoring, just as drink- 
ing has been restricted, to people who 
can afford such luxuries.

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THE TARIFF RACKET. 

The Senate coalition that has been trying to write a 
decent tariff bill has apparently cracked. One of its 
noteworthy accomplishments—that of preventing an 
increase in the duty on sugar—has been swept aside. 
The sugar crowd has won. It has secured a substan- 
tial advance over the rates in the present law, thanks 
to the defection of a number of Senators, Democrats 
and Republicans, who previously had voted against 
this incréase. 

The deserting Democratic Senators are: Thomas 
of Oklahoma, Dill of Washington, Trammell of Flori- 
da, and Ashurst and Hayden of Arizona. The de 
serting Republican Senators are: Pine of Oklahoma, 
Metcalf of Rhode Island, Jones of Washington and 
Schall of Minnesota. 

How those men were won over to sugar has been 
intimated in the news. It is a matter of trading. 
Thomas and Pine of Oklahoma want a duty on oil 
and petroleum products. Jones and Dill of Washing- 
ton want a duty on lumber. Ashurst and Hayden of 
Arizona wagt a duty on hides) Trammell of Florida 
always has been for sugar; he voted against the in- 
crease originally because the proposal was beaten: 
Metcalf and Schall are described as reactionaries 
whom party discipline has whipped back into the 
Old Guard ranks. 

It is a brazen exhibition which this senatorial cabal 
is giving. These Senators have reduced the solemn 
business of tariff legislation, which affects every citi- 
zen’s pocketbook, to the level of racketeering. A 
harsh word that, but no other term seems adequate. 
They have staged a reciprocal raid on the consumer. 
Of course, there has always been more or less logroll- 
ing in the shaping of a tariff act, but never before 
was the plundering so defiantly undertaken. These 
Senators stand before the bar of public opinion con- 
victed of conspiring to tax the public to whatever 
limit may be necessary in order to profit a special in- 
terest of their own states. 

And the end is not yet. The logic of the present 

situation at Washington calls for further plucking 
of the public. If commodities like oil, lumber and 
hides, traditionally and in fact on the free list, can 
be taxed, and if the duty on sugar can be raised, 
what is there tc prevent advances all along the line? 
What is there to prevent the passage of a bill that 
will make the measure as it emerged from the Ways 
and Means Committee an exploit in petit larceny?

OHIO STANDS BY A FREE PRESS. 

When the Cleveland Press criticised a Judge in that 
city for enjoining the Sheriff from interfering with 
gambling at the Thistledown race track, Louis B. 
Seltzer and Carlton K. Matson, editor and chief edi- 
torial writer of the Press, were sentenced to jail for 
30 days and fined $509 each for contempt. 

This happened last summer, and it aroused spirited 
discussion of the rights of the press. The Cleveland 
newspaper considered that a scandalous condition pre- 
vailed at the Thistiedown track. It charged the Court 
with standing between the gamblers and the law. 
Unfortunately, Common Pleas Judge Frederick P. 
Walther, whose acts the newspaper had criticised, 
presided at the trial. The case should, of course, have 
gone before another Judge. In defending the men, 
Newton D. Baker defined the rights of the press and 
the importance of a free press to our American in- 
stitutions in one of the most brilliant treatises upon 
the subject in history. No more effective answer to 
those who would gag the press and shut the mouth of 
the people, and no more penetrating forecast of what 
would happen to society could suppression have its 
way, had been composed since John Milton’s “Areopa- 
gitica.” | 

Now comes the Cuyahoga County Court of Appeals, 
which sets the convictions aside, criticises Judge Wal- 
ther for sitting in the trial of the two newspaper 
men, and putting Ohio squarely upon the side of a 
free press. It says: “We live in an age of pitiless 
publicity, an age when freedom of speech and a free 
press are paramount issues. The people should be 
allowed to say what they please and newspapers print 
what they please, always making themselves liable un- 
der the laws of slander.” 

A short time ago efforts were made to compel two 
reporters for newspapers in New York City to divulge 
the sources of their information concerning corrup- 
tion in a Magistrate’s court. The District Attorney 
of New York refused to acquiesce in such an attempt 
to hamstring the press and intimidate the people. He 
held that reporters cannot be compelled to tell whére 
they get their information.

Hic crimes and misdemeanors in the 
T melancholy catalogue that follows were 

committed in the largest city of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. The 
locus, however, was unimportant. Their 
perpetrator would have behaved quite as 
grievously in any other place where laws 
have been written into books. 

On this unhappy day Mr. Richard Clarke, 
who presented to the world the deceptive 
aspect of a law-abiding man, arose at 7 
o'clock. After shaving, he discovered Frank, 
his wire-haired terrier, in the act of mis- 
using a volume of poems. He had made 
a bone of the work, and the book had vir- 
tually returned to pulp. Mr. Clarke wanton- 
ly beat Frank with a slipper. Had he, as 
he deserved, been prosecuted for that 
act, he might have been fined the sum of 
$200 and been imprisoned for the term of 
one year (Act of March 31, 1860, P. L. 
382), 

Frank, who Knew -nothing of law, short- 
iy forgave his master. At last growing 
bored, the dog went to the back door where 
he barked to get out. Mr. Clarke opened 
the door and. after the passage of Frank. 
closed it. Frank was at large, unattend- 
ed, unmuzzled, in the street. In permitting 
Frank this liberty, his master ignored and 
violated four ordinances of the city. 

A moment later the unhappy child of 
this father, a youth of 8 years called 
Robert, appeared, and in his arms he earé 
ried a kite. He clamored for aid in flying 
it. Going out with young Robert to the 
street, Mr. Clarke abetted that unwitting 
child in flying his kite, thereby offending 
against: a well-known nuisance act that. 
had it been enforced, would have left that 
father $5 the worse.

Leaving his child, Clarke walked in the 
direction of his place of business, smoking 
a cigarette. His way led him by a public 
square. Again he offefided: -he entered the 
public square smoking. The $5 that should 
have left his pocket, alas, remained there. 

Clarke had now ¢ome to his shop. His 
clerk was opening a box which con- 
tained popguns and wooden cannon that 
hurled cork projectiles.\ A better man than 
Clarke would have bade his clerk return 
these forbidden articles of trade to their 
maker. But Clarke placed them on sale. 
This indifference to the statutes of the 
Commonwealth might well have cost him 
$500 in money and one year in jail (Act 
of June 11, 1885, P. L. 111). 

Gathering up the debris of the packing 
case. he thrust a splinter into his hand 
und, intrepid in crime. sworé aloud in pro- 
fane use of his Creator's name. Where 
were the enforcement agents of the peace? 
With that light use of a Holy Name Clarxe 
flouted another statute (Act of April 22. 
1794,.3 Sm. L. (Pa.) 177). He should 
have suffered a fine of 67 cents. 

Calling his clerk, he set about the busi- 
ness of preparing revised prite tags for a 
window displ@y of boxed candy. Each tag, 
declared the former price, through which 
a line was struck, and beneath the amend- 
ed price was set. The conscienceless Clarke. 
for purposes of contrast, set the original 
#rice somewhat higher than it had béen. In

he advertifed his goods in mislead- 
ing . terms. Again, enforcement did not 
follow the act. Yet this fresh misdemeanor 
should have cost its perpetrator the sum of 
$1000 and put him behind bars for 60 
days (Act of March 290, 1913, P. L. 6). 

Meanwhile, Clarke removed the last 
cigarette from a package on his desk and 
threw the empty package into his waste- 
basket without utterly destroying the reve- 
nue stamp. Had the proper penalty been 
applied for this crime, Clarke would have 
lost $50 and gone to prison for six months 
(U. S. Criminal Code, sec. 848).

THEATER MAGNATE DIES 


Credited With Being First Man 
to Put Stage on a Busi- 
ness Basis. 


By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, March 7.—Abra- 


ham Lincoln Erlanger, theater 
manager, died today at:-his home tn 
New York. He was 69 years old. 
His physician said the immediate 
cause of death was uremic poison- 
ing. 

Mr. Erténger. who was presi- 
dent of the theatrical firm of Klaw 
& Erlanger, had been seriously ijl 
for two weeks.

They were accused of caus- 
ing the death of the woman in a 
Gaston County anti-Communistic 
demonstration last September.

Monday, a week ago, was brougiit 
here on a change of venue... Pub- 
lic feeling in Gaston County, torn 
in the last year by bitter labor 
strife. was declared too agitated to 
permit. “a just and fair” verdict 
there.

quirements of a Well 
Balanced Diet.

variation im the selection, prepa- 
ration and ser ving of every day 
food adds interest to meai times 
and makes food taste better. In 
planning this week’s meals, make 
an effort to get as much variety as 
<sible into meals withott  in- 
creasing the cost, 

Most housewives have to con- 
sider this factor in distributing the 
family income to take care of the 
various living expenses, and in 
most families there is need for a 
certain amount of economy in the 
planning of meals. The suggés- 
tions givem here each week are 
based on an estimated food budget |. 
that does mot exceed $20 a week 
for four people. ' 

Some of the different ways of 
serving ordinary foods this week 
are found, for example, in the as- 
paragus rarebit used Sunday night 
for supper; in the casserole of 
iamb chops.served on Monday 
night; the chicken and rice cro- 
quettes, the vegetable dish for 
Wednesday's lunch and the com- 
bination of vegetables that makes 
up the one vegetable dinner in the 
weekly menu, The macaroni with 
tomato and olive sauce and the 
steamed halibut offer further va- 
riations in flavoring and serving. 

In planning desserts for any 
time of year consideration should 
be given to the foods that make 
up the main part of the meal so 
that the combination chosen for 
dessert will blend with it in flavor 
and texture and supplement it in 
food value. A well chosen dessert 
adds much to the general feeling 
of satisfaction that follows a wel 
balanced meal, but it can, if 
wrongly chosen, do much to spoil 
an otherwise perfect meal. 

For convenience, desserts may 
be classed as hearty, medium and 
light. Hearty desserts include 
such things as mince ple, plum 
pudding or any rich steamed pud- 
ding, most pastry desserts, short- 


cakes with whipped cream and all 


mixtures that contain a large 
amount @f whippe@ cream. They 
should only be served after a rath- 
er light meal, 

The medium desserts are made 
up of fruit pies, simple fruit pud- 
dings, plain or fruit custards, cake, 
simple fee creams and other froz- 
en mixtures, fruit scallops, char- 
lottes, ete, Such desserts are best 
served with what we might call 
the average meal. ; 

tresh fruits, fruit salads with 
plain dressings, ices and sherbeta, 
gclatine Whips, junket, blanc mange 
aid Similar desserts are in the 
ligit claggs and are best served 
after hearty meals. 

(old desserts may follow a meal 
nade up entirely of hot dishes, 
while @ het mixture is often pre- 
ferable when the main part of the 
meal is cold. A tart flavor should 
always be used in desserts that fol- 
low a rather bjand meal. If acid 
flavors have been used freely in 
the main part of the meal, a very 
sweet dessert may be planned. 

in the desserts in this week's 
menu you will notice that these 
rules have been very largely fol- 
lowed. Good cooks realize the im- 
portance of fitting the dessert to 
the rest of the meal from the 
standpoint of color, flavor, tex- 
‘ture and food value. 

It will be noted that on Wednes- 
day night a vegetable dinner has 
been planned.

With such g00d_ selections of 
fresh, canned and salted fish on 
hand almost always, there is no 
need to restrict the use of this val- 
uable food to one day in the week. 
It is true that in some communi- 
, ties it is difficult to get fresh fish 
@i except on the day when there is 
most demand for it, but even in 
q|these towns the canned and salt 
varieties are always available. 
‘ 
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In the fresh fish line, cod, hali- 
but, mackerel, smelts, haddock, 
flounders, oysters, clams, scallops 
and shrimp may all be had this 
time of year; salt cod fish, salt 
mackerel, bloaters, Finnan haddie 
(smoked and salted haddock) are 
at their best,just now; and-in the 
canned fish line, we have at all 
times the ever popular salmon, the 
less well known fish flakes, which 
@re usually cod or haddock, fish 
cakes, shrimp, shad roe, herring 
froe, sardines and tuna fish, as well 
as canned clams, oysters, lobster 
and crab meat. So that, even in 
the winter time, there is little need 
to limit the amount of fish in the 
dietary since there are enough 
varieties to serve a different kind 
several times a week:

Well Seasoned Creamy Sauces 
Make Many Plain Foods 
Appetizing. ¢ 


Sauces that are served with dif- 
ferent foods have a great deal to 
do ‘with the flavor and the appear- 
ance of those foods; a good sauce, 
well seasoned, smooth and creamy 
can make very plain food most ap- 
petizing, while the same sauce 


carelessly made can quite spoil the 
dish, 

Cream sauces form one of the 
most important groups in cookery. 

For convenience, they are divid- 
ed into three classés—thin, medium 
and thick—depending on the 
amount of flour used in making 
them. Milk forms the liquid used 
for cream sauces, and all know 
how important milk isa inthe 
diet. By using cream sauces it is 
possible to introduce more miltk in- 
to the food supply of young chil- 
dren or other people who should 
have it but who do not tike it as a 
beverage. 

Cream soups, creamed vegetable 
dishes, meat. fish and eggs, soufles 
and cheese dishes are all made us- 
ing one of the cream sauces as a 
foundation. So by learning how to 
make this properly, you really 
learn at the same time how to 
make a number of other dishes, for 
in most cases the other foods are 
simply added to the sauce with ap- 
propriate seasonings. 

All three groups of cream sauce 
are made in exactly the same way, 
the difference being in the amount 
of flour and butter used. Since 
this is the case, start with the thin 
sauce that is used for making 
soups and for scalloped vegetables. 

The recipe for the sauce is as 
follows: 

Cream Sauce. 

Two tablespoons butter, two ta- 
blespoons flour, two cups milk, 
one teaspogn salt, few grains of 
white pepper. 

Melt the butter in a small sauce 
pan, but do not brown it. Add the 
flour and stir until the mixture 
is well mixed and is bubbling. 
Then stir in the milk, salt and pep- 
per. Stir constantly over a medium 
fire until the sauce is thickened 
and very smooth. If not stirred all 
the time, it will be lumpy and un- 
appetizing. 

For cream soups add one cup of 
any cooked vegetable that has 
been rubbed through a strainer or 
finely mashed. Most vegetables are 
improved by the addition of a Iit- 
tle onion or by cooking one slice 
of onion with the sauce and then 
removing it before serving the 
soup. If tomatoes are used, add to 
them one teaspoon of sugar and 
one-fourth teaspoon of baking 
soda. The soda keeps the acid in 
the tomatoes from curdling the 
milk in the sauce. 

For scalloped vegetables, pour 
the sauce over three. cups of 
cooked vegetables in a buttered 
baking dish, spread a layer of but- 
tered bread crumbs over the top 
and brown in a hot oven 19 min- 
utes. A combination of carrots, 
peas and celery make a very good 
vegetable dish; string beans and 
onions, beets; chopped cabbage; 
spinach and carrots, or spinach 
alone: Brussels sprouts—in fact, 
any cooked vegetable is delicious 
when prepared in this way. 

Remember in making the sauce 
that the measurements must be 
accurate and that the sauce must 
be stirred all the time and cooked 
slowly. 

To make ai ~silightiy thicker 
sauce, use four tablespons of 
flour and four tablespoons of but- 
ter. This is used in combination 
with fish, eggs, or cheese.

TOULOUSE, France, March 7.— 
The vast extent of Southwestern 
France's flood disaster is being dis- 
closed as the waters of*the swollen 
rivers recede, and flyers who 
dropped newspapers and food to 
the sufferers, returned to their 
base. The Prefecture here com- 
piled a list showing 199 dead and 
about 800 homes destroyed in the 
TarniGaronne department. 

At Mountauban 11 victims have 
been identified to date: it was es- 
timated 60 or more were dead. Six

hundred houses collapsed. Offi- 
cials feared the death list would 
exceed 400 in the worst stricken 
department, Tarn-et-Garonne, 
Haute-Garonne, and the Tarn.

Coste to Hop Off in Question

March 7.—Dieudonne 
Coste and his companion on many 
flights, Jacques Bellonte, plan to 
take another chance on a Paris-to- 
New York flight shortly after May 
15. Coste intends to make the at- 
tempt at an east to west flight in 
the Question Mark, the Breguet 
plane in which he has broken many 
records and in which he made his 


unsuccessful attempt to cross the 


Atlantic last summer. The engine 
is now being thoroughly over- 
hauled. Coste regards no other, 
available plane better than this 
one, in which he and Bellonte’ 
broke the world’s record for a 
nonstop flight by flying front Par- 
is to Lake Biakal, Siberia. They 
actually covered 5800 miles but this 
distance included a detour which 
did not count officially. 

Coste has abandoned the route 
to America by way of the Azores 
because the winds encountered on 
it, although not quite so strong, 
are not sufficiently favorable to 
compensate for the greater dis- 
tance that must be flown. He will 
instead take the shortest course be- 
tween the 42d and 52d paralilelis, 
modified only by meteorological

The Common Denominator 


is the citizen. Our Constitution 

assures us that all men are 
created “free and equal.” And yet 
men do differ in a variety of ways, 
and principally in their work. 

The common unit of the human 
body is the cell, and all cells have 
certain properties in common. And 
yet cells differ greatly and mainly 
in the work they perform. | 

Discovery that the human body 
and the bodies of all living things 
both plant and animal are com- 
posed of gingle units called ceils, 
stands to the credit of twe Ger- 
man * scientists Schleiden and 
Schwann. 

Robert Hooke, the great erratic 
English genius, had somewhat an- 
ticipated them in their discovery 
when in 1665 he looked through a 
microscope at a thin slice of cork 
and announced that the substance 
was composed of cells. But science 
had not advanced far enough to 
enable Hooke to profit in full from 
his observation. Indeed, what he 
saw were not what today are 
known as cells, but rather the 
pulpy walls of what had once been 
vegetable cells. 


T HE common unit of the state 


Addressing the congress of scien- | 


tists in 1900 the great Oscar Hert- 


wig said, “I believe that one of the 


greatest acquisitions of biology dur- 
ing the nineteenth century is the 
discovery that plants and animals 
are built up of cells.” 

Since the days of Schleiden and 
Schwann the cell has been studied 
intensively, and many of its prop- 
erties are known to us. But encom- 
passed within the cell there still 
remain many mysteries.of disease, 
and the entire secret of life and 
death. 

The cells composing the human 
body have been subjected to pains- 
taking scrutiny. Many of the work- 
ings of the body have been ac- 
counted for through these ia- 
bors. But sustained study has only 
enhanced our marvel at the com- 
mon denominator, the cell, at the 
compiexity of its structure, and 
the variety of its powers.
